Robo-care 
to aid eye 
treatment

RADIOTHERAPY given 
by robots could improve 
care for a serious eye 
condition, a trial found. 

The approach means 
patients would no longer 
require regular injections 
into their eye to preserve 
their vision. 

Savings made from a 
fall in the number of jabs 
were also larger than the 
cost of the robot- 
controlled treatment, 
researchers said. 

Age-related macular 
degeneration is a 
common eye disease that 
mainly affects people 
from their 50s and 60s. 

Wet AMD is caused by 
tiny blood vessels that 
grow in the back of the 
eye and leak fluid, 
causing scarring. 

The disease impacts 
middle vision. Treatment 
includes regular jabs of a 
medication ranibizumab 
into the eye. 

The trial, published in 
The Lancet, comprised 
411 wet AMD patients.

Medics urged: 
Call off strike 
until after poll

JUNIOR doctors in England 
have been urged to call off 
their five-day pay strike if 
major political parties make it 
a priority to reopen talks after 
the General Election. 

The British Medical 
Association walkout starts at 
7am on June 27. 

NHS Confederation chief 
Matthew Taylor said: “Holding 
strikes in the middle of an 
election campaign may be an 
effective way to get publicity, 
but no political party is in a 
position to bring this long- 
running dispute to a close until 
a new government is formed. 

*We urge politicians of all 
stripes — who may have friends, 
family or constituents relying 
on the NHS - to pledge to 
open talks with the BMA 
within 10 days of taking office. 

The BMA is seeking a 35% 
pay rise to reverse a real-terms 
pay cut since 2009. 

Its junior doctors committee 
co-chairs, Dr Robert Laurenson 
and Dr Vivek Trivedi, said: 
“These strikes can be stopped 
right now, by the PM making a 
public commitment to 
restoring doctors' pay that we 
find credible." 

About 1.5 million medical 
appointments have been 
postponed since the strikes 
started in December 2022.

‘Worried’ Reform leader pelted with ‘wet cement’

NIGEL Farage has vowed he “will not 
surrender to the mob” after a second 
attack on the campaign trail. 

The Reform UK leader had what he 
believed to be wet cement thrown at 
him as he stood on the open top deck 
of his battle bus in Bradford. 

As he waved to the crowd in South 
Yorkshire, a man in a red hoodie was 
seen shouting from a work site below, 
before reaching into a bucket and 
throwing something else — possibly a 
cup - which also missed. 

Workmen then appeared to haul the 
man from the site and he ran before 
he was then tackled by police. 

But speaking later at a rally in Great 
Yarmouth last night, Mr Farage said he 
would not stop because “Т actually 
like going out meeting people". 

He told supporters in Norfolk: 
“Whilst it’s concerning and of course 
it does make me thoughtful and I may 
need to change tactics slightly, Pm 
going to make one promise to you, 
and my promise is this. 

“T will not surrender to the mob, I 
will not stop campaigning, this demo- 
cratic process has to continue.” 

The Brexit champion said physical 
attacks are the next stage of a “cancel

culture” by a “violent left-wing mob” 
hoping to silence him. 

He told the Daily Express: “I’m 
having to think twice about what I do.

JOE Biden's son became the first 
child of a sitting US President to be 
convicted of a crime yesterday, after 
he lied about his crack cocaine addic- 
tion to buy a gun. 

Hunter Biden, 54, could face up to 
25 years behind bars after a jury took 
three hours to return their verdicts. 

He showed no emotion as he was 
found guilty in Wilmington, Delaware, 
of making false statements and 
possession of a firearm by an 
unlawful user of, or addict to, a 
controlled substance. 

President Biden, 81, has previously 
said he will not pardon his son. 

After the verdicts were announced, 
he said he would accept the outcome 
of the case and “will continue to 
respect the judicial process as Hunter 
considers an appeal". 

He added: “Jill and I will always be 
there for Hunter and the rest of our 
family with our love and support. 
Nothing will ever change that." 

In a statement, Hunter said: “I am 
more grateful for the love and sup- 
port I experienced this last week 
from [wife] Melissa, my family, my 
friends, and my community than Iam

disappointed by the outcome. 

“Recovery is possible by the grace 
of God, and I am blessed to experi- 
ence that gift one day at a time.” 

Although Hunter theoretically 
faces up to 25 years in jail, as a first- 
time offender, it is possible he will 
not serve a custodial sentence. 

Prosecutors said in October 2018, 
he lied knowingly on a gun applica- 
tion form that he did not use con- 
trolled substances before leaving a 
Wilmington shop with a Colt Cobra 
.38-calibre revolver. 

They said he was hooked on crack 
cocaine — something he acknowl- 
edged in his 2021 memoir. He said he 
got clean five years ago. 

Hunter now faces a trial in 
September on felony charges alleging 
he failed to pay at least £1.1million 
tax over four years. 

Wary of creating an impression of 
interfering in a criminal matter 
brought by his own Justice 
Department, President Biden steered 
clear of the Delaware federal court. 

But allies of the Democrat have 
worried about the toll that Hunter's 
trial, and now conviction, will take on 
him.

ONE of the earliest 
books in existence has 
sold for £3.06million at 
Christies in London. 

The Crosby-Schoyen 
Codex contains early 
Christian texts from 
Egypt and was written 
between the middle of 
the third century and the 
beginning of the fourth. 

Written on papyrus, 
the text was discovered 
in sand in 1952 at the 
base of a cliff in a jar.

RAGEDIES are a sad 
but inevitable part of 
life. So the least we can 
do is learn from them to 
prevent them happening 
again. That is the role of 

public inquiries and inquests. 

While they sometimes grab the 

headlines when they present 

shocking results, mostly they 
rumble along in the back- 
ground, quietly collecting facts. 

Yet given their importance, they 

are severely hampered in their 

ability to drive lasting change. 
Under the Inquiries Act 2005, 
recommendations carry zero 
legal force and there is no 
requirement for them to be 
adopted or even considered. It 
depends on the attitude of 
those in power. Nothing exem- 
plifies the failure of the state to 
learn lessons more than the 
saga that led up to the Grenfell 
tragedy, which cost the lives of 
72 people in West London 
seven years ago this week. 
While it was the most shock- 

ing fire, Grenfell was not the 
first. In Camberwell, South 
London, in 2009, 14-storey 
Lakanal House caught fire after 
an electrical fault set a ninth- 
floor flat ablaze. Six people 
died, including three children - 
making it, at the time, the 
deadliest block fire post-war. 


AKANAL House resi- 

dents, like those in 

Grenfell eight years later, 
were told to “stay put”. When 
Judge Frances Kirkham соп- 
cluded her 50-day inquest in 
2013, she found the fire spread 
unusually quickly due to com- 
bustible cladding on the build- 
ing. She issued a “Prevention of 
Future Death Report” in which 
she advised fire safety regula- 
tions be reviewed, “stay put” 
advice clarified and stated that 
housing providers should be 
“encouraged to consider" fit- 


ting sprinkler systems into 
high-rise blocks. 
Brian Martin, the official 


responsible for building regula- 
tions’ guidance on fire safety, 
branded this exercise *a big and

essentially pointless task" in an 
email, telling colleagues: “We 
only have a duty to respond to 
the coroner, not kiss her 
backside." 

Even though recipients of a 
Prevention of Future Death 
Report are under a legal obliga- 
tion to consider and respond 
within 56 working days, there is 
no sanction if they fail to do so. 

Martin later told the Grenfell 
Inquiry that the fire at Lakanal 
House didn't trigger a wider 
response because the incident 
was not “severe” enough. 

Campaigners һауе subse- 
quently argued that it repre- 
sented the best opportunity to 
prevent the Grenfell fire — and it 
is hard to disagree. 

Melanie Dawes, the former 
Permanent Secretary for the 
Department of Levelling Up,

extremely important and there 
should have been there”. 

Had the review taken place, it 
is likely the combustible clad- 
ding used on Grenfell would 
have been banned. 

Last year, charity INQUEST 
called for a ‘National Oversight 
Mechanism’. This independent 
body would be responsible for 
collating, analysing and follow- 
ing up on recommendations 
arising from post-death pro- 
cesses, including inquiries and 
inquests. It cited the failure to 
heed the warnings of Lakanal 
House as a core example of 
why we need such a system. 
Grenfell United, a campaign 
group made up of survivors and 
bereaved families, ^wholeheart- 
edly supports” the campaign. 

On September 4, the long- 
awaited final report from the 
Grenfell inquiry will be pub- 
lished. It is likely to criticise the 
failure of the inquest system, 
though — as before - its recom- 
mendations will carry no legal

weight. Indeed, of the 68 major 
public inquiries that have taken 
place between 1990 and 2017, 
only six have been examined in 
Parliament; this lack of central 
responsibility means there is no 
pressure for change. 

This accountability gap is 
especially hard for relatives of 
the dead. Hanan Wahabi, a 
Grenfell Tower survivor who 
lost his brother in the fire, 
said: *For their deaths not to 
have been in vain there has to 
be change.” 


EYOND the painful 

human cost for the 

bereaved, there is also 
a practical problem. Given the 
vast amount of resources that 
are poured into these inquiries, 
it makes little sense to ignore 
their findings. As of March last 
year, the Grenfell inquiry alone 
had cost the taxpayer £170mil- 
lion — a huge sum of money to 
produce something that has no 
guarantee of being adopted. 

With three current high- 
profile inquiries into Grenfell, 
Covid and the Post Office, now 
is the time to ensure these pro- 
cesses are effective. 

This means treating their rec- 
ommendations with the seri- 
ousness and reverence they 
deserve.

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Fading war 
knowledge 
is inevitable 


ELSEWHERE on this page 
І refer to the D-Day event 
on the Normandy beaches. 
Much angst appears to 
have been caused by 
surveys showing that 
many of the young know 
nothing about Second 
World War history. 

I think we need to get 
this in proportion. That 
war took place in the first 
half of the last century and 
we are now into the third 
decade of this one. 

That is approximately 
equivalent to the gap 
between the Boer War 
and my own youth. My 
grandmother remembered 
it but for me it was distant 
and, apart from the relief 
of Mafeking, | knew 
nothing about its 
various campaigns. 

The Second World War 
was different. First of all, it 
came here in the form of 
the Blitz and civilians were 
involved. 


The aforementioned 
grandmother was herself 
bombed out. 

Secondly all our parents 
were directly affected, 
many having lost relatives, 
and finally all the books, 
films and TV programmes 
were still heavily war- 
based as were children's 
comics. We just absorbed 
knowledge because it was 
all around us. 

That is not so for the 
current generation and 
what they are not taught at 
school or hear maybe from 
great-grandparents they 
do not know. 

When my generation 
has passed, the last living 
links to that particular part 
of our history will have 
gone too. It is unlikely that 
in 100 years' time Brits will 
remember D-Day as we do 
now any more than we 
remember Trafalgar or 
Waterloo. Events in 
between will have 
overtaken it. 

The ignorance of 
today's young is simply 
part of that transition, 
regrettable, perhaps, but 
also inevitable.

WO WORDS sum up the appeal of 

Reform UK: common sense.

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AFTER the events of the 
Ө past week, I’m actually 

starting to feel sorry for 
Rishi Sunak. What has emerged 
since that fateful D-Day 
disappearance is how attentive the 
Prime Minister and his wife had 
been towards British veterans at all 
the previous ceremonies, in both 
Portsmouth and northern France, 
marking the 80th anniversary. 

But none of that now counts for 
anything. Sunak’s colossal blunder 
in leaving early was his equivalent 
of Gordon Brown’s “bigoted 
woman” moment in 2010. 

He will similarly never be able to 
escape it. 

The pile-on that’s since engulfed 
the PM has been brutal to witness, 
including those who — outside an 
election campaign — never 
otherwise betray any concern for 
either our veterans or the state of 
our armed forces. 

It came just a couple of days 
after he’d outperformed Keir 
Starmer (of whom more later) in 
their first televised leaders’ debate. 
Yet what that event most notably 
demonstrated was the paucity of 
the choice facing us voters.

ALZHEIMER'S DRUGS 


NHS services risk being 
overwhelmed as new Alzheimer's 
drugs are introduced unless the 
right testing is made available, a 
study has warned. 

Lecanemab and donanemab, 
which slow down early stages of 
the disease, are being assessed for 
approval by medicine regulators. 

However, tests to confirm a 
diagnosis of Alzheimer's — such as 
fluid biomarker tests or PET scans 
— are not easily available on the 
NHS, making it harder to assess 
which patients would actually 
benefit from the new drugs. 

Researchers looked at the 
clinical notes of 1,017 patients in 
London, around half assessed in a 
specialist cognitive service and 
half in community memory 
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data from the Office of Health 
Improvement and Disparities unit 
within the Deparment of Health. 

The NHS has also introduced 
nationwide urgent community 
response teams to deal with 999 
calls for problems including falls, dia- 
betes support or confusion.

ULTRA-processed foods, 
alcohol, tobacco and 
fossil fuels are killing 2.7 
million people a year 
across Europe, health 
chiefs have warned. 

The World Health 
Organisation said 
“powerful industries” are 
driving ill health and 
premature death as they 
interfere in government 
policies and efforts to 
cut cancer, heart disease 
and diabetes. 

In a report, the WHO 
calls for “strict regulation 
to curb industry power" 
and for authorities to 
drive forward health 
policies which are 
regularly “challenged, 
delayed, weakened or 
stopped" by business.

Hamas responded by saying it 
“welcomes” the resolution and was 
ready to work with mediators in 
indirect negotiations with Israel to 
implement it.

The second stage would lead

THE bill for moving home has soared 
to £51,784, research shows — with 
most people having to stump up 
nearly £6,000 unexpectedly. 

Much of the full outlay is the 
mortgage deposit — ап average 
£42,416 based on a typical 15% of 
the property value. 

Then there is the estate agency fee 
required when selling an existing 
property, coming in at £4,015 based 
on 1.42% of the average selling price. 

On top of that the average buyer 
will also pay £1,639 in stamp duty, 
£1,300 in removal costs, £1,263 in 
conveyancing fees and £1,150 for a 
valuation and surveys.

“Grey squirrels can also carry the squirrel pox 
virus, which doesn’t affect them, but is deadly to 
red squirrels.” 

Scotland is home to 75% of the UK’s red squirrel 
population. Katie added: “The grey squirrel 
sighting on Seil is very unusual. It’s in an area that 
is home to red squirrels only. 

“Seil is an almost impossible location for a grey 
squirrel to be in. We cannot say for sure how it got 
there. Potentially, it may have got up via some sort 
of transport.”

TV wildlife expert Chris Packham 
has urged party leaders to give 
Lake Windermere greater protec- 
tion from sewage pollution. 

The Springwatch star and fel- 
low campaigners including come- 
dian Paul Whitehouse believe the 
new Government should step in 
to aid the recovery of England’s 
largest lake. 

They penned an open letter 
yesterday stating it contributes 
£750million to the economy. And 
signatories, such as the Wildlife 
Trust and WildFish, warn it is 
being degraded by pollution. 

Matt Staniek, founder of Save 
Windermere, said the lake

needed enhanced protection to 
preserve it for future generations. 

In the letter, he said: “This is 
not ideological, it's non-conten- 
tious and absolutely necessary to 
save Windermere while also set- 
ting an example for the treatment 
of our freshwater and our natural 
world on a national level. We urge 


you to commit with haste to 
granting greater environmental 
protection for England's largest 
lake. The mechanism to achieve 
this must have legal underpin- 
ning, while current legislation 
must also be enforced. 

“Success will be defined as the 
long-term recovery of the lake." 

Millions of litres of raw sewage 
were pumped into Windermere in 
February due to a third party 
cable fault which affected a 
United Utilities pumping station. 

The water company failed to 
stop the pollution for 10 hours. It 
said: “Factors affecting water 
quality in Windermere are com- 
plex and, without targeted action 
by multiple sectors, we will not 
see the changes we all want.”

Four Tops’ 
Star sues 
hospital 
over fame

A FOURTops member is 
suing a hospital, claiming 
he was deemed mentally 
ill by staff who did not 
believe he was famous. 

Alexander Morris was 
taken to the Ascension 
Macomb-Oakland 
Hospital in Michigan last 
year with chest pain and 
breathing difficulties, 
complicated by a history 
of cardiac disease. 

But after he told a 
nurse and a guard he had 
security concerns as a 
member of the Motown 
group, he claims a doctor 
ordered a psychiatric 
evaluation and “made 
the decision to remove 
him from oxygen”. 

At one point he was 
allegedly placed їп а 
straightjacket. 

The singer’s legal 
action alleges that racial 
discrimination was at the 
heart of the hospital’s 
decision to assume he 
was mentally ill. 


Identity 


His lawsuit, filed in a 
Michigan federal court, 
alleges that no attempts 
were made to verify his 
identity, even after his 
wife told an official he 
really was a member of 
the Four Tops and was 
not at all delusional. 

The psychiatric test 
was finally cancelled 
after Alexander, 53, 
showed a nurse a video 
of himself performing at 
a Grammys ceremony. 

The lawsuit claims he 
was offered a £20 
department store gift 
card as an apology. 

He said he suffered 
damages of £59,000 due 
to the hospital's 
treatment of him. 

He was eventually 
diagnosed with a serious 
heart condition and 
pneumonia and suffered 
three seizures. The 
hospital said the case is 
“under investigation”. 

Alexander joined the 
Four Tops in 2019. Three 
original members have 
died since the group was 
formed in the 1960s, but 
the sole surviving 
original member, Abdul 
“Duke” Fakir, continues 
to perform with them.

PAEDOPHILE pop star Gary Glitter has 
been ordered to pay a woman he abused 
when she was 12 more than £500,000 
in damages. 

Glitter, 80, whose real name is Paul 
Gadd, was hit with the compensation 
order yesterday after his victim sued him 
in the High Court. 

It could now spark fresh claims from 
other victims of the glam rock star. 

Glitter was jailed for 16 years in 2015 
for abusing the girl and two other chil- 
dren between 1975 and 1980. 

The singer still boasts a £6million for- 
tune from hits including I'm The Leader 
Of The Gang - and has nearly 700,000 
monthly listeners on Spotify.

Glitter was 33 when he met the 
12-year-old at a concert in Birmingham 
in 1977, his 2015 trial heard. 

He invited her and her mother to his 
hotel the following night, where he plied 
them with champagne before raping

The trial heard she was invited back to 
Glitters London home where she was 
again raped and sexual assaulted. 

Yesterday's High Court hearing was 
told the victim had been “humiliated 
and coercively controlled" by Glitter. 

Mrs Justice Tipples said the £508,800 
damages included £381,000 in lost earn- 
ings and £7,800 for future therapy and 
treatment, plus £84,000 interest. 

She added: “The claimant did not tell 
anyone in her family what happened to

her as she was worried that she would 
bring shame on them all and she thought 
her family would not love her any more 
if they knew." 

The woman's barrister, Jonathan 
Metzer, said Glitter’s abuse had a “dra- 
matic and terrible impact” on his victim. 

Glitter was freed automatically from 
The Verne prison in Dorset last year after 
serving half of his 2015 fixed-term deter- 
minate sentence. 

But he was back behind bars under six 
weeks later for breaching licence 


conditions by trying to access the dark 
web and view images of children. 

After losing a parole hearing last 
month, he was said to have told fellow 
inmates he believes he will die before his 
release date of 2031. 

In 1999, Glitter was jailed for possess- 
ing thousands of child abuse images. 

He was expelled from Cambodia in 
2002 amid sex crime allegations and 
later spent two-and-a-half years in jail 
for sexually abusing two girls aged 10 
and 11 in Vietnam.

T'S no understatement to say Michael 

Mosley was a man who changed 

thousands, if not millions of lives for 

the better. He may not have been the 

first TV doctor to grace our screens but 

his natural ebullience and enthusiastic 
dedication to improving the nation's health — 
often through the experiments he trialled 
upon his own body - made him one of 
the most respected and best-loved names 
in broadcasting. 

Michael, who very sadly died of natural 
causes at the age of just 67 after going 
missing during a walk home on the Greek 
island of Symi last week, single-handedly 
transformed the health of a nation. Whether 
popularising his now world-famous 5:2 diet, 
swallowing magic mushrooms, undertaking 
strenuous high-intensity training sessions or 
investigating the side-effects of vaping, he 
brought knowledge, energy and insight to 
investigating medical problems. 

Quite simply, he was passionate about 
making real changes in people's lives. He 
introduced effective ideas that individuals of 
all ages could follow — one example being his 
hugely popular Just One Thing podcast in 
which he promoted simple life hacks from 
deep breathing to the joys of singing to boost 
physical and mental health — based on 
proven scientific evidence. 

But equally important is that all of his 
advice came from the heart. There was never 
any ego — just a willingness to seek answers. 

Having interviewed thousands of famous 
people in my 35 years of journalism, I can 
say very few have made such an impact on 
me as Michael did. 

And the outpouring of grief for the TV, 
radio and podcast presenter, who was always 
charming, charismatic and gifted with an 
encyclopaedic knowledge of science, proves 
many others felt exactly the same way. 


ISPLAYED on programmes such as 

The One Show and This Morning, 

these qualities helped make Michael 
perhaps the most trusted doctor in the land. 
He easily fell into the small, elite category of 
“national treasure". 

My abiding impression will be of someone 
with a unique set of skills. 

During our interviews, I gained an insight 
into Michael's super-power. An absolutely 
natural communicator, he possessed an 
unrivalled ability to convey vital health 
messages in readily understandable language. 

Someone who always felt like *one of us",

Michael used that talent to considerable 
effect on such accessible and informative 
documentaries as Trust Me, I'm a Doctor, The 
Story of Science and Inside the Human Body. 

It is no exaggeration to say his brilliant and 
easily comprehensible medical advice helped 
save many lives. 

A qualified doctor and TV producer, 
Michael first came to public prominence in 
2013 with the publication of his revolution- 
ary book The Fast Diet. Co-written with 
Mimi Spencer, it promoted a pioneering 
intermittent fasting scheme known as the 5:2 
Diet. The idea was to limit your consump- 
tion of food and drink to just 600 calories for 
two days a week. It proved an absolute 
game-changer. 

Subsequent books, including 2021's The 
Fast 800 Keto, which proposed a low-carb,

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ketogenic Mediterranean diet of just 800 cal- 
ories a day, were also bestsellers. 

In one interview, Michael explained to me 
what had inspired him to write about inter- 
mittent fasting. “In 2012, I discovered I had 
Туре 2 diabetes,” he said. “Му dad died from 
that. He did a lot of crazy diets and none of 
them worked. That led me to find out about 
intermittent fasting. 

“Then I made a BBC documentary, Eat, 
Fast and Live Longer, about my search to 
reverse diabetes, which led to the 5:2 Diet. 
That propelled me into the limelight. I then 
produced another BBC documentary, The 
Truth About Exercise, and that was very pop- 
ular, too. It blew away a lot of myths." 

He reflected: “Т was extraordinarily lucky 
to discover that I could reverse my diabetes 
that way.

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and always eager to pass new ideas on to his 
vast and responsive audience. 

He told me: “The Fast Diet triggered an 
enormous amount of research. Knowledge 
about it has increased 1,000-fold in the years 
since I wrote it. I want to share the latest 
research and show people whose lives have 
been transformed by 5:2. Also, since the 
book was published, a zillion terrible imita- 
tions have come out. I’m very happy to talk 
about the dos and don'ts of the diet." 

There was much more to Michael than the 
5:2 Diet, however. Always a very innovative 
thinker, he helped boost the nation's health 
in myriad other ways, too. 

For example, he strongly advocated con- 
suming a lot of fruit and vegetables and 
reducing our intake of fatty and sugarrich 
foods. But Michael, who was married to fel- 
low doctor Claire Bailey for 37 years and 
had four children, was also keen to highlight 
the little-known healthy properties of some 
foods. He revealed to me last year: “Гуе 
become a huge fan of beetroot because of 
the impact it has on your blood pressure. 
Claire has a really interesting, tasty recipe for 
beetroot brownies. You would not have bet 
the beetroot would work in a brownie, but it 
works brilliantly.” 

In addition, having studied the ways in 
which very low temperatures could improve 
our well-being, Michael recommended that 
we learn to love the cold. He and Claire 
became evangelical about the health benefits 
of cold showers. 

Michael told me recently: “We have taken 
to having cold showers, which is something I 
don’t think either of us would ever have 
expected. In fact, we were both complaining 
this morning that the water wasn’t cold 
enough! Even when you have the cold on 
full, it’s still really not that cold.” 

Michael was anxious to extol the health 
benefits of deep sleep as well. “It’s an 
obsession of mine,” he told me. “There is a 
big audience out there who are curious about 
sleep, what goes on during sleep, and how 
you can improve it. You really can make big 
changes and drastically improve your 
health.” Another passion of Michael’s was 
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encouraging people to take exercise in 
short, sharp spells. He urged busy 
people to embrace the concept of 
“exercise snacking”. 

He wanted, for instance, to convince 
them to forego the lift in favour of the 
stairs. One of Michael’s other notable 
traits was that he would never recom- 
mend a treatment he was not prepared 
to try himself. 

For example, he once deliberately 
ingested a tapeworm to monitor the 
effect on his body. “It was for a 
programme on parasites,” he told me. 
“I tried to infect myself with various 
parasites. Claire drew the line at pubic lice. 
She wasn’t keen on that one!” 


FTER all his wonderful, transforma- 
tive work, the reward for Michael 
was an astounding outpouring of 
gratitude from some of the legions of people 
whose lives he had helped prolong. 

It meant a great deal that Michael was an 
immensely approachable, marvellously 
unaffected “people” person. 

“I love chatting to people," he told me 
once. “I really enjoy finding out what’s going 
on with them. People often stop me in the 
street. They love my TV programmes and 
want to share their experiences. It’s a fantas- 
tic feeling when people tell you that you 
have helped to turn their lives around. 

“Гуе met people who were going to have 
their leg amputated because of diabetes 
who have managed to avoid that by follow- 
ing my advice." 

He added: “After one live show, I remem- 
ber this woman came up to me. She told me 
she'd lost about 30kg (6616). She had had 
arthritis, which had disappeared, she had 
had psoriasis, which had disappeared, and 
she had had Type 2 diabetes, which had been 
put into remission. She had been on multi- 
ple medications and was now off everything 
and feeling terrific. A lot of people have 
questions but many of them just want to say, 
‘Look, you changed my life in this way.’ And 
that's really lovely and very heartwarming." 

When Michaels tragic death was 
announced on Sunday, the former deputy 
leader of the Labour Party Tom Watson, who 
credited the doctors groundbreaking 5:2 
diet with helping him lose six stone in 2018, 
wrote: *It's hard to describe how upset I am 
by this news. 

“Through courageous, science-based 
journalism, Michael Mosley has helped 
thousands of people get well and healthy. 
I'm one of them. 

*He was a hero to me. He will be deeply 
missed." A sentiment that many, many of 
us will share.

A GUN-toting whisky baron who 
lived a double life for 20 years has 
lost a second bid to be freed from jail 
over fears he will skip the country. 

Lucasz Ratajewski, 47, fled Poland 
20 years ago after being handed a 
three-year jail term for possession of 
a handgun. 

He lived a high-flying double life as 
Dariusz Plazewski, boss of Bimber 
Distillery, one of London’s first pro- 
ducers of English single malt whisky 
for over 100 years. 

He launched this with his partner 
Ewelina Chruszczyk in 2016 and 
released a single malt in 2019. 


False 


He previously worked in property 
development and construction after 
settling in London in 2004. 

But his past returned to haunt him 
in January when he was arrested after 
Polish prosecutors requested his 
extradition to stand trial for conspir 
acy to attempt murder and supplying 
drugs and to serve out the three-year 
firearms sentence from 2003. 

He failed in a bid to be released on 
bail in February due to the “risk of 
flight" he posed. Now he has had a 
second attempt turned down by Mr 
Justice Fordham at the High Court,

despite having previously offered 
£200,000 as security. Ratajewski was 
told it was due to the “very real pros- 
pect" he would repeat his disappear- 
ing act, “obtain a false identity docu- 
ment and build a new beginning from 
scratch in a completely new country." 

The court heard Polish authorities 
issued ап arrest warrant for 
Ratajewski 20 years ago, but he 
slipped away under his pseudonym. 

He built up his UK whisky business 
using his knowledge of moonshine 
production gleaned from his father 
and grandfather. Bimber recently put 
into effect plans for a second distill- 
ery - Dunphail - in Speyside, 
Scotland, and employs 40 staff. 

After his arrest Ratajewski admit- 
ted living under a false identity since 
arriving in the UK aged 26 but denies 
the charges against him. 

A full extradition hearing is sched- 
uled for September in Westminster. 

A statement on Bimber's website 
after the initial failed bail application 
said: “Dariusz Plazewski has relin- 
quished all responsibilities for both 
Bimber and Dunphail Distilleries." It 
added Ms Chruszczyk and director of 
whisky creation Matt McKay will now 
lead the activities of both distilleries.

Civil rights

A CLOSE adviser to 
Martin Luther King who 
championed non-violent 
direct action in the US 
civil rights movement, 
has died aged 95. 


James Lawson spent 
three years in India 
learning about Gandhi's 
independence movement 
before he met fellow 
pastor Dr King in 1957. 

Urged by Dr King to 
put Gandhi's principles 
into action in America's 
South, he taught activists 
in Nashville, Tennessee 
to withstand brutality 
from white authorities. 

Dr King, assassinated 
in 1968, called him *the 
leading theorist and 
strategist of non- 
violence in the world". 

Mr Lawson, who grew 
up in Massillon, Ohio, 
once told how his 
pacifism began at school, 
after he told his mother 
he had hit a boy who 
had used a racial slur 
against him, and she 
asked him: “What good 
did that do, Jimmy?" 

He spent decades as a 
pastor, labour movement 
organiser and professor 
in Los Angeles, where he 
died on Sunday after a 
short illness.

KEVIN Spacey last night admitted 
he had been *too handsy" includ- 
ing "touching someone sexually" 
despite them not wanting him to. 

The Hollywood star confessed in 
a TV interview that his behaviour 
had “pushed boundaries". 

Spacey, 64, was accused of sexual 
misconduct in 2017 but was cleared 
in a 2022 New York lawsuit, and 
was acquitted of sexual assault in a 
London trial last year. 

He appeared on Piers Morgan 
Uncensored on YouTube last night. 

When asked about his “bad 
behaviour”, the actor said he had 
been “pushing the boundaries”. 

He told the TV host: “Being too 
handsy, touching someone sexually 
in a way that I didn’t know at the 
time they didn’t want.” 

Morgan then responded: “Some 
people would say that is criminal, 
that if you grope people in a sexual

HEN David Brown, 61, acciden- 

tally bashed himself in the 

mouth with a spanner while 

tightening up a compression 

joint on his central heating sys- 

tem last year, his lower front 
tooth snapped off at the gum line. He also 
had 13 rotten molars that had been troubling 
him for years. 

“Eating was awful, I was constantly trying 
to get food out of my teeth as I had so many 
missing fillings,” he says. “Punching myself 
in the mouth was the spur I needed to sort 
out my teeth.” 

Unable to find an NHS dentist accepting 
new patients, the Mancunian builder deter- 
mined his best option for affordable private 
treatment was in Turkey 

“Manchester is terrible for dentists now,” 
says David. “They have wiped my entire 
family off the books, after only doing emer- 
gency work during Covid-19.” 

A private dentist in Manchester quoted 
£33,000 to fix his teeth — but in Turkey, the 
same work cost £13,000, including the four- 
hour flights and full-board accommodation. 

“I didn't want a Rylan Clark ultraviolet 
smile," says David. *I just wanted to fix the 
broken tooth and look as if I have normal 
teeth, which now I have got." 

Over the course of a week, he had 13 
implants, replacing his decayed and broken 
teeth, as well as six crowns — a system that 
covers an existing nub of tooth with a gleam- 
ing new, ivory-coloured, fake tooth. 

*Now I can eat what I want without get- 
ting things stuck in them,” he says. 

During the pandemic, most British dentists 
were forced to close their doors. Some never 
opened them again, and this has proved dis- 
astrous for the nation's dental health. 
Almost 70,000 people were admitted to 
A&E in 2022-23 with tooth decay. 
Government figures from the same period 
showed a 17 per cent rise in the number of 
children having rotten teeth removed in hos- 
pitals — tooth extractions are now the leading 
cause of hospital admissions for children 
aged six to 10 in England. 


AST year, NHS England reported that 
25 per cent of UK residents who 
needed an NHS dental appointment 
had been unable to get one. And it is esti- 
mated that up to 60 per cent of the popula- 
tion haven't had a check-up in the last two 
years. No wonder then Health Secretary 
Victoria Atkins has called the pandemic-led 
outcome “devastating”. 

Mani Singh, 50, from Wolverhampton, 
who was forced to go abroad for treatment, 
says: *I don't think there is a problem with 
the NHS. I know there is a problem." 

He had nine teeth extracted in Turkey in 
preparation for Nobel Bio Care Implants 
costing £600 each - less than half the 
price in the UK. *My teeth were loose 
and could not be saved, and some had 
fallen out as Га not taken much care f 
with eating sweets," he explains. *But 
no NHS dentist could help me." 

In February this year, ministers vowed 
to get a grip on the escalating situation,

buster plan to free up millions of NHS 
appointments.

In 
the meantime, frustrated patients, often in

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severe pain, are resorting to extreme, some- 
times gruesome measures to find relief. 

Istanbul dentist Dr Gulay Akay, 37, who is 
founder of Turkish dental group Dentakay, 
says: “We have had patients who have actu- 
ally pulled out their teeth with shoelaces and 
pliers, or used glue or putty in their mouths 
to hold teeth in place. But teeth are not 
something you can DIY. Some patients use 
so much alcohol to numb the pain that 
they become alcoholics.” 

Others can only eat soft food. Dr 
Akay tells of one British patient who 
devised a homemade brace to stop her 
teeth moving following an accident. 

“Teeth should not be in motion,” she 
says. Another patient pulled out their 
own tooth in the dentist’s chair after 
; Dr Akay turned away for a moment 
after applying local anaesthetic. 

“They said they couldn’t wait a 
moment longer,” she recalls.

ow Turkish dentists are 


serious issues. From a functional and psycho- 
logical standpoint they are in need of help; 
when patients lose a lot of teeth that are 
not replaced, they end up with gastric prob- 
lems and obesity as they cannot chew their 
food property.” 

Chewing on the jaw, when teeth are miss- 
ing, also degrades bone. 

Some of the patients Dr Akay sees are so 
desperate to sort out these problems they are 
prepared to fly 2,000 miles to find available 
appointments and affordable prices. 

Before the pandemic, Dentakay was see- 
ing up to 20 British patients a week. Now it 
is around 75 — or 500 a month. Many are 
unable to find an NHS practice and they 
arrive with two main problems — advanced 
gum disease and problems with misalign- 
ment of the teeth caused by losing teeth 
when young and not getting treatment. 

“This is one of the most saddening things, 
as the effect on your confidence impacts all 
areas of life," says Dr Akay.

THE marble atrium with its fruit mocktail bar, 
sweeping staircase and liveried staff feels like the 
lobby of a five-star hotel, writes Jane Warren.

Provided with painkillers 

and antibiotics, it's the most relaxing 

dental experience and ІЛІ be back in 
August for stage two when the 
crown is fitted to the implanted peg 
of my new Turkish tooth.

and 22 crowns. “I’ve got misshapen teeth 
and a bad smile and I’ve spent my life hiding 
it,” he says. 

“I hated looking at my own mouth and 
couldn't bear to see photographs of myself. I 
was quoted £25,000 to go private in the UK 
but in Turkey it's cost less than £8,000. My 
confidence to smile again has been life- 


changing." Half of Dentakay's patients are 
now from the UK, and demand is so great 
that the company has opened two more 
state-of-the-art clinics in Istanbul, catering to 
hordes of desperate Britons prepared to 
spend four hours on a plane to see an afford- 
able dentist. 

It has just opened its fourth Turkish clinic 
in Antalya. 

“We observed the reactions British 
patients were having to our approach and 
decided post-Covid to expand,” says Dr 
Akay, who was recently invited to Brussels 
to discuss patient safety in medical tourism, 
which is a market worth an estimated £60bil- 
lion a year globally. 


N RECENT years, the rise of the so- 
called “Turkey teeth” phenomenon — 
where consumers in search of a 
“Hollywood” smile choose to have healthy 
teeth ground into pegs that can accept bright 
white crowns — has attracted controversy. 


Dentakay has been independently verified 
to be on a par with the standards required of 
the Quality Care Commission and is attract- 
ing patients unable to find an NHS dentist or 
to afford private treatment in Britain, rather 
than those seeking unnecessary cos- 
metic procedures. 

Many choose Dentakay’s 
pre-trip Q&A session with a 
clinician in London to dis- 
cuss their treatment options 
— which offers additional 
reassurance given the dis- 
tances involved. 

Martin Barrett, 64, an 
inventor who lives in North 
Wales and whose front teeth 
were knocked out at the age 
of 20, says: “Seeing a dentist 
long distance you’ve no idea what 
problems will crop up, so it was reas- 
suring to talk to someone in the UK before 
flying out here. 

“I had crowns but after 40 years they were 
wearing out and my gums had recessed,

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Price is right on holiday car 
hire as the cost sinks lower 


EVERY year millions of Britons hire 
cars for their summer holidays and 
there is good news this year as rental 
prices have gone sharply into reverse. 

Prices accelerated following the 
pandemic but the cost of hiring a 
family compact car such as a VW Golf 
has fallen 27 per cent in a year, from 
£520 to just £380 a week on average. 

That is 42 per cent cheaper than in 
2022 when prices averaged £652. 

How much you pay depends on 
factors such as the car you choose 
and your destination, with Australia 
being the cheapest place for rentals at 
£297 a week, according to the 
research from iCarhireinsurance.com. 
Hotspot Spain is close behind at £306 
a week. 

Turkey is also cheap at £360 a week 
while Florida costs only slightly more 
at £362. 

UK rentals average £366 while Italy 
(£446), Switzerland (£460) and France 


(£523) are at the pricier end of the 
scale. 

However, iCarhireinsurance director 
Ben Wooltorton warned extras at the 
car rental desk can really drive up the 
bill, notably car hire excess 
protection, often referred to as theft 
and collision damage cover. 

Without this, you could be liable to 
pay up to £2,000 if the car is stolen or 
damaged, but cover is expensive 
costing £168 per week on average. 

Tyre and windscreen excess cover 
typically add another £33, an extra 
driver costs £64, while a satnav costs 
£71 and a child's seat £67. 

“If all extras are selected, it would 
cost £403 in total, pushing the price to 
£783 on average for a week's hire." 

Wooltorton advised “Bring your 
satnav and child car seats with you 
and consider buying car hire excess 
insurance from a specialist insurance 
provider before your travel." 


NOW IN PAPERBACK 


tax exposure in PARKER 
case Keir wins  /^ Punta 


INHERITANCE tax (IHT) bills 
are already at an all-time high 
and with Labour apparently on 
course to win the election 
experts are urging people to 
make plans to reduce their 
exposure today. 

We may have a better idea of 
what Keir Starmer and Shadow 
Chancellor Rachel Reeves will 
do when Labour publishes its 
manifesto tomorrow, but experts 
are already warning that there is 
no time to lose. 

The basic £325,000 IHT 
allowance was set in 2009 and 
Conservative Chancellor Jeremy 
Hunt has frozen this until 2028, 
dragging more people into the 
net as stock markets and house 
prices grow in value. 

People can also pass on 
another £175,000 free of IHT 
under the main residence 
allowance, which applies when 
passing a family home to direct 
descendants. This is only 
available for estates under 
£2million. Any assets above that 
— aside from your pension — are 
taxed at 40 per cent. 

Married couples апа civil 
partners can inherit each other’s

allowances, allowing them to 
leave up to £1million tax-free. 

Many further reduce their 
exposure by making gifts to 
loved ones, taking advantage of 
a number of allowances. 
However, Reeves has previously 
mooted charging IHT on “апу 
gifts" made during your lifetime, 
which would be a major blow. 

Accountants are urging 
families to make gifts sooner 
rather than later, just in case 
Reeves does change the rules in 
an emergency Budget after the 
election, or in the Autumn 
Statement, usually in November. 

Under current rules, gifts are 
completely free of IHT if you 
live for another seven years after 
making them, known as 
potentially exempt transfers. 

However, the tax charge 
reduces on a sliding scale known 
as taper relief, falling as low as 8 
per cent after six years. 

A range of gift allowances 
offer instant exemption but they 
have been frozen for years 
reducing their value in real 
terms, said Shaun Moore, tax 


and financial planning expert at 
Quilter: “Gifting allowances 
have been stuck in time for 
decades and need to be looked 
at as a matter of urgency.” 

Today you can gift £3,000 to 
anybody you choose, with 
instant IHT exemption. Couples 
could therefore gift £6,000. If 
you did not use last year’s gift 
allowance, you could give 
£6,000 in total (rising to £12,000 
for couples). Plus you can make 
a limitless number of smaller 
£250 gifts to other people. 

Laura Suter, head of personal 
finance at AJ Bell, said everyone 
can also make IHT-free gifts 
when loved ones marry: “These 
are up to £5,000 for a child, 
£2,500 for a grandchild and 
£1,000 for anyone else." 

In a little-known exemption, 
gifts paid out of surplus income, 
which are not deemed to affect 
your standard of living, are IHT 
free. But the gifts cannot come 
from capital. 

Suter warned: “Planning tax 
can be difficult when we do not 
know what the new government 
will do as yet, but it is worth 
being prepared.”

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Battleground on pensions 


THE state pension is the bedrock of 
most people's income in retirement, 
yet it may be even more valuable than 
people realise. 

While the new state pension only 
pays a maximum of £11,502 a year – 
and many on the basic state pension 
get much less — it would be hard to 
replicate this from your resources. 

A  pensioner who uses their 
combined pension pots to buy an 
annuity at retirement would need a 
staggering £223,434 in savings to 
generate the same level of income, 
according to new research from fund

manager Fidelity. In fact they would 
need even more than that because 
people typically buy an annuity with 
the money that remains after taking 
their 25 per cent tax-free cash. 

Someone who did that would need 
a pension of £297,912 to replace a 
£11,502 state pension. Yet the average 
saver aged between 55 and 64 has 
only £107,300 in pensions, according 
to the Office for National Statistics, 
leaving them way short.

surprising the state pension was an 
early battleground in the general 
election, with both Conservatives and 
Labour pledging to maintain the triple 
lock guarantee if they win, said Ed 
Monk, associate director at Fidelity 
International: *Whichever party wins, 
the state pension is due to rise by the 
triple lock over the life of the next 
Parliament. That will only add to its 
importance to the finances of retired 
people - it is already very important." 
The triple lock lifts the state pension 
each year by inflation, earnings or 2.5 
per cent, whichever is highest. 
It gave 12.5 million state pensioners 
a bumper increase of 10.1 per cent in 
April 2023, based on inflation, and 
another 8.3 per cent this year, based 
on earnings. Now PM Rishi Sunak has 
gone a step further by pledging to 
increase the personal allowance for 
pensioners using the same mechanism. 
Currently, the personal allowance 
has been frozen at £12,570 until 
2028. This is only £1,068 higher than 
today's maximum new state pension. 
The state pension only needs to 
increase by 5 per cent a year in 2025 
and 2026 to exceed the personal 


allowance and become taxable. As yet, 
we do not know what the Labour 
Party would do if the state pension 
exceeds the personal allowance. What 
we do know is that life without the 
state pension would be unthinkable 
for millions. 

Monk said the reason the state 
pension would cost so much to replace 
from your own pocket is that it is both 
guaranteed and protected against 


inflation: “These two things are 
precious and difficult to replicate.” 
Given how valuable the state 


pension is, make sure you qualify for 
the full amount, Monk said. To get the 
full new state pension you need to 
have made 35 complete years of NI 
contributions: “Those working as 
employees are likely to have NI taken 
automatically from their pay, while 
self-employed people with earnings 
above a certain level will pay their 
contributions via self-assessment." 

Check your NI record online at gov. 
uk/check-state-pension. If you have 
gaps, you may be able to fill them with 
NI credits. “Otherwise, you could pay 
voluntary NI contributions to fill 
them," Monk added.

Mortgage arrears 10-year 
high blamed on inflation 


MORTGAGE arrears are up to their 
highest level in a decade as home buyers 
continue to struggle with the 
cost-of-living crisis. 

The value of outstanding mortgages 
that were in arrears during the first quar 
ter rose 44.5% year-on-year to £21.3bil- 
lion, according to Bank of 
England figures. 

That is the highest level since 
the third quarter of 2014. 

Additionally, data shows that 
the proportion of loan bal- 
ances in arrears rose by 30 
basis points from 0.88% to 
1.28% during the first quarter, 
- the highest level since the 
October to December quarter 
in 2016. 

Mortgage experts blame the 
increase on inflation, which 
saw Ше Bank's Monetary Policy 
Committee, chaired by Governor Andrew 
Bailey, ratchet up its base rate from 0.1% 
to 5.25%, with a resulting squeeze on 
household incomes. 

Tom Cuppello, risk director at experts 
Broadstone, said: “Тһе continued 
increase in outstanding mortgage bal- 
ances with arrears is a clear economic 
indicator that we are not out of the 
woods yet. It suggests that many 
households are still struggling with the

cost-of-living crisis and spike in mortgage 
rates over the past two years. 

“It is concerning that we have seen 
such a steep rise in those struggling to 
make their mortgage repayments as it 
paints a worrying picture of 
the nation's personal finances 
following the recent squeeze 
on household budgets." 

Pepper Advantage analyst 
Abigail Fernandes said that, 
although arrears had risen, the 
rate that they are growing is 
now slowing. 

She pointed out that quar- 
ter-on-quarter the proportion 
of loan balances in arrears rose 
five basis points (bps) in the 
first quarter versus increases of 
11bps and 12bps in the fourth and third 
quarters of 2023. 

In value terms, they rose £900million 
in the first quarter, compared to rises of 
£1.8billion and £2billion over the 
preceding quarters. 

Ms Fernandes said: “Mortgage arrears 
balances are still high but growth is slow- 
ing. Even with green shoots appearing, 
the picture remains complex. Certain 
groups remain under pressure and will 
likely require support for some time.”

PAKISTAN bounced back to keep their 
hopes alive, with Mohammad Rizwan 
hitting an unbeaten half-century in a 
seven-wicket victory against Canada. 

A shock opening defeat by co-hosts 
USA and another against India had 
Pakistan on edge ahead of a must-win 
T20 World Cup clash in New York. 

Things did not get off to the best of 
starts yesterday when Canada opener 
Aaron Johnson smashed successive 
boundaries to get the innings under way 
after Pakistan captain Babar Azam had 
put them into bat. 

Johnson impressed as he brought up 
Canada's 50 only for Shreyas Movva 
(two) and Ravinderpal Singh (zero) to fall 
in quick succession. 

Johnson took advantage of Fakhar 
Zaman's mistake when he was dropped 
on 44 to bring up his half-century 
Shortly after with his fourth six. 

But Johnson (52) was removed by 
Naseem Shah, with Canada setting a 
target of 107. Pakistan lost Saim Ayub 
(six) in the fifth over, but skipper 
Babar steadied the ship, 
bringing up the 50 
partnership with 3 NNN 
opener Rizwan, "ov 
above, off 49 4 INS) 
balls.
